be a free bridge.

contract 
m ay be m ade

K entu cky. 
T he contract between Indiana and K entu cky 
provides th a t Indiana assign its right u nder the 
franchise of the Federal G overnm ent to collect 
tolls to K entu cky. 
K entu cky, u nder K entu cky 
legislation, issu es bonds and pays her p a rt of the 
cost of the bridge du ring constru ction. 
Thu s 
Indiana never advances m ore th a n one-half tne 
cost and receives from K entu cky in advance an 
am ou nt equ al to all the tolls she is au thorized 
to collect, and K entu cky takes over the responsi * 
bility of reim bu rsing her cost from tolls and 
'assu m es th e m aintenance of the bridge du ring 
the period th a t tolls are collected. 
The S tate of Indiana and the S tate of K en­ 
tu cky are both interested in a free bridge a t this 
site a t the earliest possible tim e, and w hen K e n­ 
tu cky h as acqu ired a one-half interest in the 
bridge, the bridge becomes a free bridge, and th e 
S tate Highway Commission will have borne onlv 
su ch costs as are requ ired u nder the Indiana Acc 
and the Federal Act. 
By the operation of the contract betw een In­ 
diana and K entu cky, Indiana bu ilds the bridge 
and absolu tely controls the cost. 
K entu cky bu ys 
one-half interest in the bridge, w hich is only 
acqu ired w hen K entu cky has retired its bonds 
from tolls collected. 
The bridge th en becomes 
free. 
The plan is econom ically sou nd becau se 
K entu cky pledges only her one-half interest 
in 
the bridge and tolls collected. 
W ith the th ou ght th a t the Highways and 
Bridges belong to the people of Indiana, th e St£ ?r 
and “private capital” shou ld lay off the m gn- 
way Commission and let them continu e to pro* e 
to the whole United States th a t we have and are 
operating the best and m ost econom ical h igh ­ 
way system known — and paying for it as we gx

WASHINGTON—A you ng man In 
Maryland 
recently sent the 
department of mammalogy at the 
National Mu seu m a strange bone 
formation, which appeared to he 
the sku ll of some very remarkable 
animal. 
It certainly did look like a sku ll. 
Great holes appeared to be eyes 
and a cou ple of places at each end 
were almost certainly ears. 
The 
bone stru ctu re that appeared to be 
the nose was hu ge, bu t it appeared 
to*be the front end of a remarkable 
head. 
No wonder it excited the 
finder with the belief that he had 
made a discovery of enormou s im­ 
portance. 
As a matter of fact, it was the 
pelvis of an ordinary horse. 
The 
<icetabu li had been mistaken for 
ears, the obtu rator foramen for 
eyes, and so on.

Perfectly 
natu ral mistake for 
anyone who didn’t know what a 
horse looked like with its flesh off, 
bu t the mammalogy experts, who 
know all those things, are let in 
for a great many explanations 
throu gh 
correspondence 
by 
the 
fact that 
the American 
people 
don’t know their bones.

T 
HE mu seu m, of cou rse, is Amer 
ica’s greatest boneyard. Bu t it 
specializes on bones ou t of the or 
dinary, and the trou ble is that bone 
finders are forever finding hones 


I which appear to he extraordinary, 
bu t are really v ery ordinary in­ 
deed. 
One man, for instance, forwarded 
the skeleton of a dog, minu s legs 
and with the sku ll pecu liarly bent. 
What species of fish, he demanded, 
was this? 
Bones of calves and cows and 
other domestic animals arrive fre­ 
qu ently, and occasionally the sku ll 
of a seal picked u p on the beach, or 
remains of some wild animal - 
deer, bear, squ irrel or something 
like that. 
B ROKEN sku lls are more likely 
to perplex bone finders than 
anything else. Sku lls of sheep al­ 
so often become mysteries. 
A year ago someone sent in a 
cat’s broken sku ll, picked u p in 
Arizona. A large section was miss­ 
ing. The sender was su re that his 
was a remarkable discovery, so 
when the mu seu m wrote back that 
it was only a cat’s sku ll after all, 
he was very sore. 
“Who ever heard,” he demanded, 
“of a cat with horns and hoofs?” 
Fu rther inqu iry developed that 
he had fou nd the hoof of a horse 
nearby and was convinced that the 
relics came from the same animal. 
He still thinks so, for bone finders 
are often very difficu lt to convince. 
The mu seu m has more than once 
received a complete dog skeleton 
from a finder who hadn’t the 
slightest <dea what it was.

"The constitution is an appeal 


to reason," said Larmon Whit- 
mer, history instructor in the 
Rushville high school, addressing 
the.Rushville Rotary club at the 
regular weekly luncheon session 
at the Odd Fellows Temple to- 
day. 


"I can't see why it is ever 


thought that the 
constitution 


should lend itself to explanation. 
The details are not half so im- 
portant as the spirit of sincerity; 
back of the members who signed^ 
it." 


The meeting was hi observance 


of Constitution _Week and was in . 
charge of Ernest Privett. The 
only guests present were Charles 
Worland of Bedford, 
former 


American Railway Express Co,, 
agent here, and Robert Perks of 
Auburn, Ind. 


At the outset of his short ad- 


dress, Mr. Whitmer stated that 
he preferred to think around, 
rather than about the constitu- 
tion—that is, some of the de- 
tails concerning its origin in- 
stead of the actual phrases - of 
the document.

The State Highway Commission has entered 


into a contract for this bridge, which has been 
approved by both states and the Federal 
Government. 


To express it briefly the Legislature of 19ff 


ordered the State Highway Commission to built 
the bridge and pay for Sne-half of the cost ou! 
of State Highway Funds, and also provided that 
when the other one-half of the costs of the 
bridge is collected hi tolls that the bridge shal 
be a free bridge. The Indiana statute also pro- 
vides that a contract may be made 
with 


Kentucky. 


The contract between Indiana and Kentucky 


provides that Indiana assign its right under the 
franchise of the Federal Government to collect 
tolls to Kentucky. Kentucky, under Kentucky 
legislation, issues bonds and pays her part of the 
cost of the bridge during construction.. Thus 
Indiana never advances more than one-half the 
cost and receives from Kentucky -in advance an 
amount equal to all the tolls she is authorized 
to collect, and. Kentucky takes over the response 
bility of reimbursing her cost from tolls and 
'assumes the maintenance of the bridge durinj 
the period that tolls are collected." 


The State of Indiana and the State of Ken 


tucky are both interested in a free bridge at this 
site at the earliest possible time, and when Ken 
tucky.has acquired a one-half interest in lae 
bridge, the bridge becomes a free bridge, and th 
State Highway Commission will have borne onl\ 
such costs as are required under the Indiana Ac 
and the Federal Act. 


By the operation of the contract between In 


diana and Kentucky, Indiana builds the bridgi 
and absolutely controls the cost. Kentucky buy 
one-half interest in the bridge, which is onh 
acquired when Kentucky has retired its bond 
from tolls collected. 
The bridge then become: 


free. 
The plan is economically sound becausi 


Kentucky pledges only her one-half interest 
the bridge and tolls collected.
